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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 10, 11 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

3. Also, claim 31 , from which claims 10 and 1 1 depend, recites the limitation "said 
one or more kinds of the polymers selected from among a group of a thermoplastic 
polymer, a thermoplastic elastomer, and an unvulcanized rubber". There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim(s). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 8, 10, 11, 15-20, 22-26, 31 and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Willems et al. (US 6,194,497) Hilti et al. (US 5,814,688), Helms et 
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al. (US 5,959,015) or Wada et al. (JP 01178554), for reasons cited in the previous 
action 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1-7 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Willems et al., Hilti et al., Helms et al. or Wada et al. 

Although Willems et al., Hilti et al., Helms et al. or Wada et al. may not explicitly 
disclosure polyolefin/ether block polymers, the applicant has failed to show the criticality 
of polyolefin/ether block polymers in the embodiment of this invention. The applicant 
has not shown unexpected results from polyolefin/ether block polymers. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/07/2005 with respect to claim 1 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

9. With regard to claims 8, 31 and 32, and the claims dependent therefrom, 
applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 CFR 1 .1 1 1 (b) because they amount to a 
general allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without specifically 
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pointing out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the 
references. 

10. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
